Deacon Frederick North (1824-1897) son of Reuben North & Huldah Wilcox. He married in 1848 to 
Emily Webber (1826-1912). They had children: Emma, Frederick, Alice, and Edward. They are buried in 
Maple Cemetery. 


Joined Berlin Congregational Church at age 14 years; became Deacon in 1875. Sang in church choir and 
was superintendent of the church school. During 1860 and 1880 was a mechanic. His wife, Emily, was 
from Wallingford. He lived at 15 Main Street, East Berlin circa 1840. In 1850 he had a moderate estate of

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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Frederick North House has a three-bay facade with a right entry. 
The Colonial Revival entry has plain pilasters, a wide plain frieze 
with a central molding, and a molded cap. The paneled entry door is 
recent. Windows are fitted with 6-over-6 sash. The molded cornice 
shows a full return across the gable ends. On the right elevation 
is a two-story cross-gable with a similar cornice treatment; to the 
rear of that is a small one-story ell.

The Frederick North House is significant as one of the few pre- 
Victorian houses surviving in East Berlin. The relatively broad 
profile, gable-to-street orientation, pilastered entry, and 
characteristic pedimented gable peak of the Greek Revival style are 
visible despite modern alterations.
